The Third Triennial Conven¬ 
tion of the Florida As¬ 
sociation of tha Deaf. 


Upon yours truly has been wished 
the task of writing up the third 
triennial convention of the Florida 
Association of the Deaf, held in St. 
Augustine, Florida, May 16-20, 1923. 
While not gifted with the talents of 
* Word painter as some of the Flori- 
<l®nsare, the best I can do is to in¬ 
dite the proceedings in cold facts and 
'rrite them in plain English. 

The registration books showed that 
there were over fifty paid-up mem¬ 
bers In attendance on the opening 
day, all of them coming from all 
•eetions of the State and several from 
the Dixieland. Seven autos were 
counted at the State School for the 
Deaf, which was the official head¬ 
quarters of the Association, two of 
Which traveled from as far south as 
Miami. At the previous convention 
there were only two cars. If the 
UUtnber is a criterion, the deaf own¬ 
ers and drivers are not only careful 
•nd sane, but prosperous as well, 
standing on their own rights as tax¬ 
payers. 

Though the business of the as¬ 
sociation was carried on in the sign 
language, no shortage of interpreters 
existed, and for the benefit of hearing 
visitors Dr. Walker, Eugene Hogle, 
and Miss Grace Coleman volunteered 
to do the interpreting. Rev. S M. 
Freeman, a deaf Methodist Episcopal 
Minister and a schoolmate of Mr. 
Thomas Hines Coleman, invoked 
divine blessing upon the deliberations 
°f the convention. City Manager 
Fugene Masters was the first speaker 
°U the progam to made an address of 
Welcome, expressing great pleasure 
to know that many of the members 
of the association, who are making 
Kood in the university of knocks, re 
ccived their training and education 
*t the Florida school. The au 
Oouncement he made of the State leg¬ 
islature passing a bill which would 
bring the school within the city 
limits of St. Augustine was appreci¬ 
ably greeted. After complimenting 
tbe school which has turned raw 
'Uaterlal into finished products, 
Mr. J J. Gaunon, President Board 
of Trade, declared that since the an¬ 
cient gates are always open it was 
Dot necessary to turn over the keys of 
fbe city to the delegates. Hon. E. L 
Hartman, senior member of the State 
Foard of Control, in welcoming the 
former students of tbe school, stated 
fhat “ all Florida is just as proud of 
fbis institution as you are, and it be¬ 
longs to the entire State." His re¬ 
mark that by comparisons no school 
In Dixie could excel this one in Flo- 
rida was heartily applauded. 

Dr. Walker was noriplusscd to 
know how to begin his address for 
be had much to say, but spoke a 
few words in an encouraging and 
hopeful vein, the message coming 
feotn the core of his heart, and as 
long as he holds the reins of educa¬ 
tional government he will always be, 
48 he has been in the past, glad to 
Welcome delegates when a conven¬ 
tion is held in St. Augustine. 

Paul Blount, of Miami, a former 
"tudent of this school, ably respond¬ 
ed to all the addressess of welcome. 
After a recess of fifteen minutes the 
*esslon was resumed, to receive the 
Association reports and the fund 
treasurer’s report. It has been said 
that the growth of any orgauizatiou 
depends upon the service it renders to 
the community in which it is located. 
If It does)not serve any good purpose, 
It cannot exist, and in proportion to 
the service it renders, it grows. 
This is especially true of the Florida 
Association of the Deaf. The growth 
of this organization has been steady 
lh recent years, because it serves a 
real purpose in the State. Every 
Alumnus and every deaf resident 
Ahould be a member of the associa 
tion and share in the benefits he or 
*he can receive from it, and at the 
Aatne time assist in its work. Un¬ 
like other State Associations of the 
Deaf, the Florida organization keeps 
lh touch with every member by 
means of monthly distribution of the 
School Herald, which is its official 
organ. Every member who pays in¬ 
itiation fee receives the paper free 
lor three years. 


Mr. Moses Folsom, of Jacksonville, 
former superintendent of the State 
School for the Deaf at Council 
Bluffs, Iowa, addressed to the con¬ 
vention Thursday forenoon, the 
subject of his talk being, " I Con¬ 
gratulate You.” Mr. Folsom is a 
free lance writer, whose articles in 
State and natiqnal newspapers and 
magazines are of no little interest 
and value. His writingsou “Florida 
Facts" are widely read, and 
anything he writes touching Florida 
is broadcasted. His address in the 
school auditorium, instructive as it 
was from start to finish, was atten¬ 
tively listened to. Just before dis¬ 
missal for luncheon, Miss Meta Haus- 
raan, a member of the school faculty, 
signed “ The Star Spangled Banner,” 
beautifully. The delegates were then 
“ shot ” in a group at the front en¬ 
trance. 

Every minute of the convention 
was devoted to business sessions, 
sandwiched in between religious and 
social meetings. With the morning 
session brimful of interesting and in¬ 
structive papers and discussions dis¬ 
posed of Thursday, May 17th, there 
followed the double uuveiling cere¬ 
mony which occurred in the after 
noon. The Coleman bronze tablet 
was the first to be dedicated, the tri 
bute being paid to Mr. Thomas 
Hines Coleman, of South Carolina, 
who founded the State School for the 
Deaf and tbe Blind in the year of 
1885. The tablet was unveiled by 
Miss Grace D Coleman, daughter of 
the deaf founder, after several ad¬ 
dresses and a poem had been given. 

The Vaill tablet is the gift of the 
children of the late Captain Edward 
Vaill, who donated the land to the 
State for the erection of the said 
school. The unveiling ceremony was 
performed by Virginia Walker Ligon, 
little two-year-old granddaughter of 
Dr. A. H Walker, president of the 
State school. The Coletnau tablet is 
presented by the deaf of Florida, and 
also by deaf of South Caroliaua, who 
wished to share in the loving tribute 
to Mr. Coleman who came to Florida 
from South Carolina soon after his 
graduation at the Gallaudet College 
in Washington, D. C., and establish¬ 
ed the school with the moral and 
financial support of the State Both 
of the tablets, which were accepted by 
Dr. Walker on behalf of the school 
and Hon. E L. Wartman represent¬ 
ing the board of Control, are reposed 
in the walls of the administration 
building. 

Friday morning, after an hour’s 
service conducted in the school 
auditorium by Rev. Mr. Freeman, 
the meeting was opened with invoca¬ 
tion, and the session devoted to the 
reading and discussion of papers, 
whioli from an educational stand¬ 
point proved to be very interesting 
and instructive. Among the papers 
delivered were: “School Progress 
Since 1885,” by Dr. Walker; “Remi¬ 
niscences,” by Mr. Coleman;" What 
Counts In a Successful Life,” hy Mr 
Herbert Smoak; “The Deaf's Part 
In the Industrial World,” by Mr. 
Eugene Hogle; “Training Hearing 
Children of Deaf Parents,” by Mrs. 
M. Ella Maun, and others 

Before adjournment Saturday noon 
an election of officers formed the 
principal feature of the business ses¬ 
sion. Tha following new officers are: 
Eugene Hogle, St Augustine, Presi¬ 
dent; G. W. Kessler, Miami, first 
Vice-President; Mrs A. W. Mann, 
St. Petersburg, Second Vice-Presi¬ 
dent; Mrs. A. W. Pope, St. Augus¬ 
tine, Secretary; and Paul Blount, 
Miami, Treasurer. Miami was chosen 
as the place of meeting for 1925. 

With the exception of Thursday 
afternoon, which was devoted to the 
unveiling exercises, all other after¬ 
noons were turned over to beach 
picnicking and auto sight-seeing. 
The evening entertainments were as 
follows: Wednesday, reception; 

Thursday, movie show in the school 
auditorium where films depicting 
addresses in the sign language by 
such “ nationally advertised” per¬ 
sonages as Gallaudet, Draper, Mc¬ 
Gregor, Long and others, were ex¬ 
hibited; Friday, showing of “ Crino¬ 
line and Romance, ” at Jefferson 
Theatre, as guests of Verne B. John¬ 
son, manager; and Saturday, ban¬ 
quet. 

As a most fitting climax to the 
closing of the convention an elabo¬ 
rate banquet was tendered in the 
dining room of the school and presid¬ 
ed over by retiring President Frank 
E. Philpott. Rev. S M. Freeman

Washington, M«y 23 —Desf 
persons iu the District have started 
a campaign for the changing of 
traffic regulations forbidding them 
to operate vehicles on the streets of 
Washington 

A petition is being circnlnted by 
the faculty and students uf Galiau 
det College aud by the members and 
friends of the Speech Reading Club 
for the purpose of getting the names 
of those who would Ire favorable to 
such a change. The d«af of the city 
feel that it is unjust to preveut th<-m 
from having tbe use of the streets 
on an equal footing with other peo¬ 
ple, and that tbe preseut regulations 
are inexisteuce because of the lack 
of proper knowledge of the deaf, 
who olaira that survey has disclosed 
there has not been a single rooident 
In the country duo to deafness. 
They assert that they are better 
drivers than perilous of normal 
hearing because they depend upon 
their vision for tire safe operation 
of their oars.
